Responsible officials disclosed to­ 
day th a t Johnston has asked the 
W age Stabilization Board to stop 
handling individual disputes which 
m ay set wage precedents and w ait 
until a general form ula is adopted. 
Pattern “For Duration” 
The form ula should set the p a t­ 
tern of wage control “for the du ra- j 
tion,” Johnston m aintains, although 
this depends on the extension of 
the m obilization act. 
It expires 
June 30 and m ay be revised. The 
wage ceiling now is 10 per cent 
above the levels of January. 1950. 
Johnston’s plan to replace the 
present lim it on wage increases was; 
unfolded by him a t a closed m eet­ 
ing w'ith the board yesterday, it 
w ar learned.

T he “productivity” increase would 
be allowed only if the employer 
certified th at, first, there w-as a 
genuine step-up in production per 
m an and. second, he would not seek 
a price increase based on the wage 
rise. 
The cost - of - living adjustm ents 
would be m ade quarterly or sem i­ 
annually. based on changes shown 
by the B ureau of Labor Statistics 
index.

induct m en under 19 until it h a s ; 
exhausted its pool of eligible m e n ; 
between 19-26. 
2. Increasing d raft service from 21; 
to 24 m onths. 
Truman Can Call Reservists 
3. A uthority for the President to j 
call reservists for 24 m onths of 
active duty, until July 1, 1953. It, 
would allow' inactive reservists, vet­ 
erans of W’orld W ar II. to be re­ 
leased w ithin 17 m onths. 
4. Reduction of m ental standards 
from a score of 70 to 65 on the m en­ 
tal qualification test — to bring in 
an estim ated 150.000 4-Fs— and low­ 
ering of physical standards back to 
the level of Jan . 1, 1945. 
5. Leaving the authority to defer 
students up to the d ra ft boards, but 
m en who get occupational defer­ 
m ents would be liable for induction 
up to the age of 35.

Medical Schools' Needs 


It will surprise many persons to know there are 
as many as 72 four-year medical schools in the United 
States, which cost $70,000,000 to operate last year. But 
that amount, says the Commission on Financing 
Higher Education, is not nearly adequate. 
The commission, consisting of six college presi­ 
dents and six leaders of industry, cites with approval 
the report of the special committee of the Surgeon 
General of the United States Public Health Service 
that $40,000,000 more is needed every year properly 
to support the medical schools at present enrollment 
levels. More doctors are needed and a way must be 
found to train them. The day after the commission’s 
report, announcement was made by former President 
Herbert Hoover, honorary chairman, and S. Sloan Colt, 
its president, of the establishment of the National 
Fund for Medical Education with the purpose of 
raising $5,000,000 a year, of which $1,000,000 for the 
current year has already been contributed, and dis­ 
tributing it to the medical schools. The fund has the 
backing of industry, the medical profession, organized 
labor, agriculture and outstanding educators. 
On the financing commission are men of vision 
an d hard sense. The money has to be raised, but they 
back away from the all too easy formula “Let Uncle 
Sam do it!” The commission’s second “No!” Is to the 
idea of raising any substantial part of the needed 
money by increases in tuition fees. These today are 
higher in medical schools than “for any other univer­ 
sity study and, as a profession, medicine demands the 
longest period of preparation and the greatest overall 
cost.” It was shown that it cost $13,356 to train one 
typical medical student for four years, of which he 
contributes one-fourth. 


Another "Liberation 
t i 


With the “liberation” of Tibet all of the Chinese 
mainland is now in Communist possession and 3,000,- 
000 more people will feel the knout of Communist rule. 
These people have been told they are now free of 
“imperialistic influence” and, as is usual in such cases, 
It will be their privilege to serve as cannon fodder in 
the Red armies and have all their affairs run in the 
best Moscow fashion. 
There is no need to guess what this development 
means for the non-Communist world. It is one more 
diplomatic defeat for the West and it marks the 
disappearance of another of those buffer states that 
have been counted upon to help contain the Soviet. 
In consequence of it the Reds have direct access 
to India and sooner or later Prime Minister Nehru 
may find that his faith in Communist goodwill is 
sadly misplaced. Nehru always has contended India 
has nothing to fear from the Peiping government. It 
is not unlikely that before long he will learn—and in 
the hard way—the same bitter lesson the Soviet Union 
has taught the various states of Eastern Europe. 
The fall of Tibet certainly makes more difficult 
the task of keeping communism from extending its 
frontiers in Asia. The country is not one that can 
easily be used as a base of military operations—it is 
too high In the air for that—but it will serve as a 
place from wrhich subversive propaganda can be spread 
throughout the oriental world. 
Formosa now remains as the only part of the old 
Chinese Empire that is non-Communist. It is vital to 
the protection of the United States that it be kept so. 


Getting Closer 


Announcement of the succe sful completion of a 
npw series of atomic weapons tests has been made 
jointly by the Defense Department and the Atomic 
Energy Commission. The guarded language of the 
announcement suggests that at least the preparatory 
steps toward development and explosion of a hydrogen 
bomb have been taken at the highly secret proving 
grounds at Eniwetok atoll. 
The announcement refers merely to experiments 
“contributing” to thermonuclear weapons research. 
This probably means that a hydrogen bomb of prac­ 
ticable size has not been exploded, but that the major 
problems surrounding its production have been solved. 
The announcement is intentionally vague, but 
there can be no doubt that what was accomplished at 
Eniwetok insures that there will be a hydrogen bomb, 
and a new weapon of unnrecedented destructiveness, 
as soon as the plant for the manufacture of its basic 
ingredients, being built by duPont in South Carolina, 
is ready. 
Nowhere will the announcement be read with more 
thoughtful interest than in the Kremlin. The American 
atomic procram cannot, by itself, preserve peace. It is 
a powerful deterrent, but it must continue to outpace 
all competitors and it must be reenforced by national 
resoluteness. America must have both weapons and 
the will to use them against aggressors. Determination 
to ficrht for American beliefs is itself a form of weapon. 
Such determination, plus atomic development, are 
needed if those who seek world domination are going 
to be held in effective restraint. 


Fad's Untimely End 


The college fad with the greatest possibilities since 
goldfish-swallowing seems destined to come to an 
untimely end. Colleges are closing for the term, put­ 
ting a temporary end to the latest campus capers. And 
bv autumn the boys probably will have thought of 
Home thing else. 
But if its death knell has been struck, the latest 
manifestation of goofiness or effervescence at the 
college level—depending on the viewpoint—came to an 
end with a fresh burst of publicity. 
A couple of 
students at the University of California set a new 
world’s record of 72 hours, eclipsing the former mark 
of 54 hours and 53 minutes set by a fellow student a 
few days previously. 
That shows howT the thing could spiral into an 
endurance contest the like of which has never been 
imagined. Future records could be lengthened progres­ 
sively until a student finally chalked up the ultimate 
in achievement and devoted his entire four fears at 
college to setting a new world mark That would be 
a mark to stand for all time, presumably, unless a 
student who flunked set a five-year mark. 
What is this endurance effervescence marathon 
that is being brought to a halt through no lack of 
interest on the part of collegiate participants? Its 
teeter-tottering. A pair of students ensconce them­ 
selves on either end of a teeter-totter and totter and 
teeter until they have encaged in the feat longer than 
those who previously had a go at ft. Albert Arnold 
and Jim Trew are the holdover champions until 
autumn at least. Asked why they did it. Albert said: 
“That’s the funny thing. We never did figure out 
why.” 
Aren’t they the cards, though?

First Aid In Snakebite 


Between two and three thousand 
hum ans are bitten by poisonous 
snakes each year. This is a small 
num ber comparied with our popu­ 
lation and most of us need lose no 
sleep over rattlers or copperheads. 
On the other hand, many will be 
traveling this summer through in­ 
fested areas and a little knowledge 
about the vipers might prove life 
saving. 
Because the majority of bites are 
on the extremities it is advisable 
to wear leather boots w’hen walking 
through unfam iliar territory. It is 
wise to be careful when reaching 
into burrow’s or hollow logs and poor 
policy to step over a fallen tree be­ 
fore taking a look on the other side. 
Double precautions are necessarv at 
night because venomous types often 
are nocturnal. It is surprising how 
many are nipped by handling live 
snakes or the head of a supposedly 
dead one. A snake is like a snapping 
turtle in th at the jaw’s will open and 
close reflexly for some time in the 
severed head. 


Not all bites are serious. When 
the accident occurs, the individual 
who knows his snakes has the ad­ 
vantage because he is better able 
to identify the viper. The bite of 
the more venomous varieties usually 
produces violent pain and there is 
considerable swelling at the site of 
the injection. Some victims faint or 
go into shock and now and then it is 
difficult to tell whether fear or the 
poison is responsible for the col­ 
lapse. At any rate, prompt first aid 
Is im portant and often influences 
the outcome. Unless the venom is 
removed w’hile tsill under the skin, 
it travels via the blood or lymphatic 
system to the rem ainder of the 
body. The venom of some American 
snakes is absorbed slowly and has 
a poisonous effect upon the blood; 
others paralyze the brain and nerve 
tissue. 
The first step is to apply a 
tourniquet to prevent the venom 
from spreading; at the same time 
the bitten area is incised and suc­ 
tion employed to eradicate as much 
of the noxious m aterial as possible. 
Because the extremities usually are 
involved, the tourniquet generally 
is applied loosely just above the el­ 
bow’ or the knee of the involved 
limb. 
A 
tourniquet 
also can 
be 
placed two inches above the fang 
m arks; it should be tight enough 
to impede the lpmphatic and \Ten- 
ous circulation but loose enough to 
allow’ the blood to enter through 
the arteries. Every 20 to 30 minutes 
the device is take noff for a few 
seconds and then reapplied. 


The area surrounding the bite is 
cleansed and two cross incisions 
half an inch long and a quarter of 
an inch deep are made through 
each fang mark. This should be 
followed by sucking the wound with 
the mouth or whatever device is 
available. Many inexpensive snake­ 
bite kits th at are carried by cam ­ 
pers contain a plastic suction pump 
th at works well. In more severe 
bites some authorities recommend 
multiple incisions at higher levels, 
particularly when swelling is ad­ 
vancing. Suction is applied to these 
regions also in an effort to draw 
out the poison from the lymphatic 
passageways but this procedure is 
of questionable value. 
Meanwhile, the physician is con­ 
sulted 
about 
specific 
antivenin. 
This is a horse serum and is used 
cautiously, especially in individuals 
with -allergic tendencies. Penicillin 
and tetanus antitoxin help in the 
prevention 
of 
other 
infections. 
Transfusions are required to com­ 
bat shock and anemia stemming 
from the effect of the venom upon 
the blood.

President Tells Congressmen Of His Wake* Island Talk With MacArthur; 


MacArthur Promised Never To "Be Used By The Republicans Again" 


WASHINGTON—President 
T ru­ 
m an has been holding a series of 
confidential “fireside chats” with 
congressional leaders at Blair House 
in order to provide better coopera­ 
tion betwreen the W hite House and 
Capitol Hill. The meetings were 
suggested by Senate M ajority Lead­ 
er M cFarland of Arizona, and they 
have been so secret th at Democrats 
not yet invited don’t even know 
they have been taking place. 
However, those who attended the 
last Blair House meeting were Sen­ 
ators Long of Louisiana, Kilgore of 
West Virginia, Frear of Delaware, 
Benton of Connecticut and Pastore 
of 
Rhode 
Island; 
Congressmen 
Roosevelt of New York, Lesinski of 
Michigan, Baring of Nevada. Blat- 
nik, of Minnesota and O’Brien of 
Illinois; also two presidential as­ 
sistants, Dave Stowe and ex-Con- 
gressman John Carroll of Denver. 
For close to three hours, Presi­ 
dent Trum an let hi£ hair dow’n and 
talked about his troubles running 
the country. The discussion started 
shortly after 8 p. m. Around 10 
o’clock, a maid brought in some ham 
and cheese sandwiches and coffee. 
The meeting finally broke up at 
10:45 p. m. 


Truman And MacArthur 
Probably most newsworthy, the 
President described his private talk 
with General M acArthur at Wake 
Island. This was the m an-to-m an 
talk th at was never heard by any­ 
one else nor taken down in short­ 
hand. 
The President quoted M acArthur 
as vowing never to let the Repub­ 
licans “use” him again. M acArthur 
complained to the President th at 
the Republicans had pulled him 
into the 1948 campaign and had 
left him flat. He added th at he 
didh’t want to get into “anything 
like th a t” again and didn’t propose 
to be used by the Republicans. 
This, the President said, was one 
reason he was so shocked to learn 
th a t M acArthur had 
written 
to 
House Republican Leader Joe M ar­ 
tin and, once again, had let himself 
be used by the Republicans. 
The President also told how Mac­ 
A rthur had “talked himself out” of 
the VFW incident. M acArthur’s ex­ 
planation 
was 
th at 
he 
"wasn’t 
aware” th at his statem ent to the 
Veterans of Foreign Wars conven­ 
tion w’as in violation of orders. He 
also said he “wasn't aware” there 


Cost Of Living 


The cost of living spiral, and the 
inflation which is partly a cause 
and partly an effect of it, is be­ 
clouded in the people’s minds by 
some current 
events 
th at 
figure 
large in the news. The price cut­ 
ting war in some New York depart­ 
ment stores attracts much public 
attention and excites .some hope of 
a reversal 
of 
the 
cost of living 
spiral. 
But 
this 
is likely 
to be 
ephemeral. Once the goods now’ be­ 
ing sold at cut prices have left the 
store shelves, the stores will need 
to re-stock. When they buy new 
goods they will need to pay m anu­ 
facturers whatever is the then cost 
to them, and this cost will be made 
up mainly of whatever the m anu­ 
facturers must pay for labor and 
materials. 
Slightly more substantial as a 
basis of hope for reversal of the 
cost 
of 
living 
spiral 
is the an­ 
nouncement th at the index figure 
of cost of living compiled* by the 
government, after reaching an all- 
time high in January, seemed to 
pause during the spring months. 
But a pause is not a reversal In 
the great inflations th at have taken 
place during recent years in France 
and other 
countries, 
pauses 
and 
even temporary reversals took place 
from time to time but were suc­ 
ceeded bv longer leaps to new highs. 
Events In Washington 
For sustantial light on whatever 
is* to be the next stage of the cost 
of living spiral a large source is 
events at Washington. It is not 
merely that the government now’ 
has far-reaching economic controls 
on the factors that enter into cost 
of living. Besides, to a great extent, 
economics has now become politics. 
Two large groups which together, 
by automatic reaction upon each 
other, compose a w’age-price spiral 
mechanism are labor and farmers. 
Both have large power in politics, 
partly in the sense th at leaders of 
them consciously assert power, part­ 
ly in the sense that political leaders 
and candidates defer to them and 
solicit their support. 
If the attitude of President T ru­ 
man toward labor and farmers wore 
to be judged by his course in his 
1948 campaign for the Presidency, 
we could confidently assume that he 
would defer to them without quali­ 
fication. In that campaign he ad­ 
dressed 
them 
directly, 
reminded 
them that they owed gratitude to 
the 
Democratic 
party, 
promised 
them th at if elected he would give

them occasion for more gratitude. 
He got their votes, especially those 
of farmers, in numbers W’hich were 
the largest single contribution to 
his victory. 
Prisoner Of Labor 
In the situation th at now’ exists 
in Washington Mr. Truman is less 
a solicitor 
of labor’s 
favor 
and 
promisor to it, than a prisoner of 
it. Labor leaders have openly bullied 
him, caused him to make a change 
which labor leaders demanded in 
the make-up of an important con­ 
trol agency, the Wage Stabilization 
Board. 
They 
resisted 
the* ceiling 
which the Board as first formed put 
upon wages, 10 per cent above the 
level of January, 1950, and demand­ 
ed freedom to negotiate with em­ 
ployers for wage raises which would 
go above 15 per cent. If the present 
attitude 
of labor 
leaders 
should 
prevail, and 
if wage raises now 
contemplated 
by 
some 
u n i o n s 
should take place, any prospect of 
a check in the wage-price spiral 
W’ould go out the window. 
About 
farmers, 
the 
picture is 
confused. Mr. Trum an supports his 
price stabilization board in the roll­ 
back in prices of m eat w’hich it has 
decreed. Heads of some of the con­ 
trol agencies have opposed the ad­ 
vantage which farmers were given 
in the writing of the Defense Pro­ 
duction Act which is the statutory 
authority for the Administration’s 
control agencies. 
Consider Congress 
Apart from the President there 
is Congress. Many members of that 
body, conspicuously the farm bloc, 
stoutly support the statutes and 
practices which give advantage to 
farmers, conspicuously price support 
of farm crops. 
The 
attitude 
is 
shared by members of both parties. 
They are aware th at every seat in 
the House of Representatives is to 
be filled in the election next year 
and a third of the Senate seats. 
And they are aware of the part 
th at price support of fram crops 
had in Mr. Trum an’s 1948 victory.

Truman And FDR 
The group sat around a long 
table with Trum an in the center on 
the far side. FDR, Jr., sat at his 
left and W hite House Aide Dave 
Stowe at his right. 
The President started off by sol­ 
emnly describing the critical times 
th at the nation is up against, and 
the crucial decisions th at must be 
made. 
“This is one of the most diffi­ 
cult periods this country has ever 
faced,” he declared. Then, turning 
to FDR, Jr., he added: 
. . As 
difficult, perhaps, as some of the 
crises th at faced your father.” 
“You gentlemen are just as re­ 
sponsible for running the nation as 
I am,” he said. “I need your help.” 
Senator 
Benton, 
Congressman 
Blatnik of Minnesota, and FDR, 
Jr., emphasized that a sizable group 
was ready to back the President on 
Capitol Hill, bur that closer liaison 
with the White House was needed. 
“We don’t know w hat’s going to 
happen ahead of time.” Long of 
Louisiana broke 
in. “Take 
Dean 
Acheson, for example. Some of us 
may go out on a limb and defend 
him. Then, maybe a week later, he 
would be axed.” 
Trum an assured there 
was 
no 
danger of Acheson’s being axed, that 
Acheson wa& going to stay. 
Review Of Russian Policy 
The President gave a brief re­ 
view of American foreign policy 
from the Yalta, Teheran, Cairo and 
Moscow conferences down to the 
present MacArthur debate. He told 
how the United States went into 
these conferences hopefully, with no 
reason to distrust Russia’s word. In 
an aside to ^DR, Jr., Truman com­ 
m ented: 
“Your 
father 
attended 
these conferences, and you know’ 
from him th at what I am saying is 
right.” 
Then the President described how 
Russia had violated her word and 
flouted the independence of Poland, 
Hungary. Bulgaria and Czechoslo­ 
vakia. Out of 37 definite commit­ 
ments, Trum an reported, Russia has 
reneged on 33. 
“Russia went her way, and we 
were forced to go our way,” the 
President explained sadly. 
Then he told how 
the 
United 
States had embarked on a policy of 
keeping world peace, but at the 
same time stopping aggression. How­ 
ever. he stressed that the way to 
stop communism and build a heal­ 
thy world isn’t by force alone. This 
led up to his Point 4 program to 
rehabilitate backward nations. 
Intapped Riches 
Enthusiastically, Trum an pointed 
out that Ethiopia is 65,000 square 
miles in area—“a little larger than 
my home state of Missouri”—yet 
is covered with a deep layer of rich 
topsoil, as good as the farm lands 
of Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa. W ith 
reclamation and irrigation, Truman 
predicted. Ethiopia could produce 
enough food to feed 150,000,000 peo­ 
ple. 
“Imagine what this would mean 
to the starving people of India!" 
he said. 
The President also reported that 
the Euphrates Valley, which used 
to be the Garden of Eden, could be 
made into another Garden of Eden 
with modern reclamation.

It is very im­ 
portant because Secretary Marshall, 
General Bradley, General Collins 
and General Vandenberg have all 
testified separately under oath to 
their belief that General M acArthur 
last March W’as advised th at Presi­ 
dent Trum an had under considera­ 
tion a proposal for an armistice in 
Korea which was being circulated 
at the time to 13 other governments. 
Repeated questions by Senator 
Sm ith of New Jersey. Senator Wiley 
of Wisconsin and Senator Bridges 
of New Hampshire. Senator Know’- 
land of California and Senator Cain 
of Washington have all brought 
forth the same answer — namely, 
th at 
the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff 
thought MacArthur knew* th at the 
President had the plan under con­ 
sideration and th at our commander 
in the Far East had been apprised 
of th exmain points in it. 
Accepted As Fact 
Indeed, one of the three reasons 
written down by General Bradley 
in behalf of the other members of 
the Joint Chiefs as the basis for 
their concurrence in the President's 
desire to remove General M acArthur 
is related directly to the very same 
thing. 
General 
Bradley testified 
th at General M acArthur “had aLso 
taken independent action in pro­ 
posing to negotiate directly with the 
enemy field commander and had 
made that statem ent public despite 
the fact that he knew the President 
had -such a proposal under consider­ 
ation from a governmental level.” 
This was immediately accepted as 
a fact and given prominent head­ 
lines in the press. 
It has now been brought out in 
the testimony th at the only message 
that went to General M acArthur 
was dated M arch 20 and this mere­ 
ly said that the State Departm ent 
was 
“planning 
presidential 
a n ­ 
nouncement.” 
No 
mention 
was 
made of the terms of th at proposed 
announcem ent and no message ever 
was sent to General M acArthur to 
advise him whether the President 
eventually accepted or adopted the 
State D epartm ent’s plan or what 
the terms of it happened to be. 
Since he was then the United Na­ 
tions commander it would seem th at 
General 
M acArthur should 
have 
been advised of such a vital m atter 
affecting his command. 
The following from the official 
record, however, shows w hat did 
happen: 


These Days 


“Senator Knowland: Did I under­ 
stand your testimony earlier in the 
morning to indicate th at with the 
exception of the message th a t was 
sent out about March 20 advising 
General M acArthur th at the State 
Department was planning a Presi­ 
dential message th at so far as you 
personally know 
he received 
no 
other specific information regarding 
that message? 
“General Collins: T hat is my un­ 
derstanding. yes sir.” 
Later General Collins read into 
the record the text of a Joint Chiefs 
of Staff document furnished to the 
Senate committee which made pub­ 
lic for the first time a paraphrase 
of the terms of the proposed arm is­ 
tice in Korea. 
The fact th at no 
such message was sent should have 
been known to the Joint Chiefs be­ 
cause of a telegram sent by General 
M acArthur to “Newsw*eek” m aga­ 
zine and published in a full-page 
advertisement 
in 
the newspapers 
before the Senate hearings began. 
General M acArthur's telegram was 
sent to “Newsweek” several days 
before his dismissal but was made 
public on April 12. It read: 
Explanation Lacking 
“The statem ent contained in your 
issue of April 2 to the effect th at 
prior to the issuance of my state­ 
m ent on March 24 of the military 
situation in Korea I had been fur­ 
nished a copy of a policy statem ent 
by the President cleared by the 
governments having m ilitary forces 
in Korea is entirely without basis 
in fact. 
I have never seen such a 
statem ent and do not know if it 
even exists. 
Please publish this in 
the interest of tru th .” 
When General M acArthur pro­ 
posed an armistice to the Chinese 
commander on M arch 24 as he had 
done twice before and as he was 
doing w’ith leaflets dropped over 
enemy lines every week in what was 
known as psychological warfare, a 
hue ancl cry went up from Admin­ 
istration sources here th at the G en­ 
eral had torpedoed its peace plan 
and used as his own the words of a 
policy statem ent th at had been cir­ 
culated to 13 other governments. 
T hat story evidently has been mis­ 
takenly accepted as true by Secre­ 
tary 
Marshall, 
General 
Bradley, 
General Collins and General Van­ 
denberg, and was one of the princi­ 
pal reasons for their willingness to 
concur in President T rum an’s pro­ 
posal th at the General be replaced. 
It could be th at after a message 
was prepared someone in the State 
Department suddenly gave orders to 
someone in the office of the Joint 
Chiefs not to inform General Mac­ 
Arthur. The incident certainly has 
not been satisfactorily explained.

FCC Tyranny 
One of the problems raised by 
administrative law’ is th at the var­ 
ious commissions often usurp the 
constitutional authority of Congress 
and even enter upon courses of 
action, which citizens accept with 
forebodings. 
The 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission Is not the smallest of­ 
fender in this respect, having at 
times laid down the law, whereas 
its only function is to administer 
the law. Thus, in an opinion handed 
down on March 28, 1951, the FCC 
perm itted itself the following obiter 
dicta: 


“. . . It has come to the com­ 
mission's attention that many 
motion picture companies re­ 
fuse to make copies of their 
films available for use by tele­ 
vision 
stations. 
Similarly, 
re­ 
strictions are imposed by these 
companies as to the appearance 
of actors under contract to the 
studio on television programs 
and to the use on televison of 
stories or plays whose rights 
have 
been 
acquired 
by 
the 
studio. We express no opinion 
at this time as to whether such 
practices are or are not in vio­ 
lation of the anti-trust laws. We 
do desire, however, to point out 
that whether or not these prac­ 
tices are a violation of any law 
they are considered by the com­ 
mission to be relevent in deter­ 
mining the qualifications of ap­ 
plicants utilizing such practices. 
It is obvious that the success of 
television will depend to a large 
measure on the ability of tele­ 
vision stations to acquire the 
best available films and to util­ 
ize the best available talent and 
stories in their programs. Mo­ 
tion picture c o m p a n i e s , of 
course, have the same interest.

a period of half a century. Mo­

picture companies which 
restrict the use of their product 
when such use might damage 
their existence are to be penal­ 
ized by the FCC if they apply 
for television licenses. This is a 
form of government by black­ 
mail 
intolerable 
in 
a 
free 
society. 


The view’ th at one industry is 
obligated to sustain a new and 
competing 
industry 
Is 
novel 
in 
American life and American law. It 
would be difficult to find a prece­ 
dent for it. 
The anti-trust laws were intended 
to m aintain the capitalist system, 
not to destroy it. Property may exist 
in many forms, one of which may 
be in the value ol a name, which 
applied to an actor is a trade-m ark. 
The motion picture companies pay 
huge amounts to actors, writers and 
directors, generally out of line with 
payments 
for similar services in 
other fields, after the companies 
have made 
huge 
investments 
in 
building the player’s name into a 
trade-m ark. 
Many 
of 
them 
are 
technically so conditioned th at they 
would have no reputations if they 
played in the live theater. The 
property value of those names coul 1 
be wiped out by faulty presenta­ 
tion. 
As Senator Wiley so correctly said 
of this: 


"I should like to point out 
that 
not just the 
Hollywood 
motion 
picture 
producers 
are 
involved in this issue, but some 
17,000 theaters throughout the 
country, principally small busi­ 
nesses. The FCC should not so 
lightly consider a grave action 
which might, in effect, close 
down some or all cf those the­ 
aters, and thus bring about a 
staggering train of inevitably 
harsh consequences . . . ” 


On the whole, such obiter dicta 
could be tyranny. It is not for a 
commission to decide such questions, 
but for Congress and the courts, if 
we are to retain our constitutional 
system.

Medical Schools* Needs 


It will surprise many persons to know there are 
a many as 72 four-year medical schools In the United 
Stat es, which cost $70,000,000 to operate last year. But 
hat amount, says the Commission on Financing 
Higher Education, is not nearly adequate. 
The commission, consisting of six college presi­ 
dents and six leaders of industry, cites with approval 
the report of the special committee of the Surgeon 
General of the United States Public Health Service 
th a t $40,000,000 more Is needed every year properly 
to support the medical schools at present enrollment 
levels. More doctors are needed and a way must be 
found to train them. The day after the commission’s 
report, announcement was made by former President 
Herbert Hoover, honorary chairman, and S. Sloan Colt, 
Its president, of the establishment of the National 
Fund for Medical Education with the purpose of 
raising $5,000,000 a year, of which $1,000,000 for the 
current year has already been contributed, and dis­ 
tributing it to the medical schools. The fund has the 
backing of industry, the medical profession, organized 
labor, agriculture and outstanding educators. 
On the financing commission are men of vision 
and hard sense. The money has to be raised, but they 
back away from the all too easy formula “Let Uncle 
Sam do it!” The commission’s second “No!” Is to the 
idea of raising any substantial part of the needed 
money by increases in tuition fees. These today are 
higher in medical schools than “for any other univer­ 
sity study and, as a profession, medicine demands the 
longest period of preparation and the greatest overall 
cost.” It was shown that it cost $13,356 to train one 
typical medical student for fo ur.years, of which he 
contributes one-fourth. 


Another "Liberation 
ll 


With the “liberation” of Tibet all of the Chinese 
mainland Is now in Communist possession and 3.000,- 
000 more people will feel the knout of Communist rule. 
These people have been told they are now free of 
“imperialistic influence” and, as is usual in such cases, 
it will be their privilege to serve as cannon fodder in 
the Ped armies and have all their affairs run in the 
best Moscow fashion. 
There is no need to guess what this development 
means for the non-Communist world. It is one more 
diplomatic defeat for the West and it marks the 
disappearance of another of thase buffer states th at 
have been counted upon to help contain the Soviet. 
In consequence of it the Reds have direct access 
to India and sooner or later Prime Minister Nehru 
mav find that his faith in Communist goodwill Is 
sadly misplaced. Nehru always has contended India 
has nothing to fear from the Peiping government. It 
is not unlikely th a t before long he will learn—and in 
the hard way—the same bitter lesson the Soviet Union 
has taught the various states of Eastern Europe 
The fall of Tibet certainly makes more difficult 
the task of keeping communism from extending its 
frontiers In Asia. The country Is not one that can 
easily be used as a base of military operations—it is 
too high In the air for that—but it will serve as a 
place from which subversive propaganda can be spread 
throughout the oriental world. 
Formosa now remains as the only part of the old 
Chinese Empire th at is non-Communist. It is vital to 
the protection of the United States that it be kept so.

First Aid In Snakebite 


Between two and three thousand 
hum ans are bitten by poisonous 
snakes each year. This is a small 
num ber comparied with our popu­ 
lation and most of us need lose no 
sleep over rattlers or copperheads. 
On the other hand, many will be 
traveling this summer through in­ 
fested areas and a little knowledge 
about the vipers might prove life 
saving. 
Because the m ajority of bites are 
on the extremities it is advisable 
to wear leather boots when walking 
through unfam iliar territory. It is 
wise to be careful when reaching 
into burrows or hollow logs and poor 
policy to step over a fallen tree be­ 
fore taking a look on the other side. 
Double precautions are necessary at 
night because venomous types often 
are nocturnal. It is surprising how 
many are nipped by handling live 
snakes or the head of a supposedly 
dead one. A snake is like a snapping 
turtle in that the Jaws will open and 
close reflexly for some time in the 
severed head. 


Not all bites are serious. When 
the accident occurs, the individual 
who knows his snakes has the ad­ 
vantage because he is better able 
to identify the viper. The bite of 
the more venomous varieties usually 
produces violent pain and there is 
considerable swelling at the site of 
the injection. Some victims faint or 
go into shock and now and then it is 
difficult to tell whether fear or the 
poison is responsible for the col­ 
lapse. At any rate, prompt first aid 
Is im portant and often influences 
the outcome. Unless the venom is 
removed while tsill under the skin, 
it travels via the blood or lymphatic 
system to the rem ainder of the 
bodv The venom of some American 
snakes is absorbed slowly and has 
a poisonous effect upon the blood; 
others paralyze the brain and nerve 
tissue. 
The first step Is to apply a 
tourniquet to prevent the venom 
from spreading; at the same time 
the bitten area is incised and suc­ 
tion employed to eradicate as much 
of the noxious material as possible. 
Because the extremities usually are 
involved, the tourniquet generally 
is applied loosely just above the el­ 
bow or the knee of the involved 
limb. 
A 
tourniquet 
also can 
be 
placed two inches above the tang 
m arks; it should be tight enough 
to impede the lpmphatic and ven­ 
ous circulation but loose enough to 
allow’ the blood to enter through 
the arteries. Every 20 to 30 minutes 
the device is take noff for a few 
seconds and then reapplied. 


The area surrounding the bite is 
cleansed and two cross incisions 
half an inch long and a quarter of 
an inch deep are made throuch 
each fang mark. This should be 
followed by sucking the wound with 
the mouth or whatever device is 
available. Many inexpensive snake­ 
bite kits th at are carried by cam ­ 
pers contain a plastic suction pump 
th at works well. In more severe 
bites some authorities recommend 
multiple incisions at higher levels, 
particularly when swelling is ad­ 
vancing. Suction is applied to these 
regions also in an effort to drnw 
out the poison from the lymphatic 
passageways but this procedure is 
of questionable value. 
Meanwhile, the physician Is con­ 
sulted 
about 
specific 
antivenin. 
This is a horse serum and is used 
cautiously, especially in individuals 
with -allergic tendencies. Penicillin 
and tetanus antitoxin help in the 
prevention 
of 
other 
Infections. 
Transfusions are required to com­ 
bat shock and anemia stemming 
from the effect of the venom upon 
the blood.

President Tells Congressmen Of His Waker Island Talk With MacArthur; 


MacArthur Promised Never To "Be Used By The Republicans Again' 


WASHINGTON—President 
T ru­ 
m an has been holding a series of 
confidential “fireside chats” with 
congressional leaders at Blair House 
in order to provide better coopera­ 
tion between Hie W hite House and 
Capitol 
Hill. The meetings were 
suggested by Senate M ajority Lead­ 
er M cFarland of Arizona, and they 
have been so secret th at Democrats 
not yet invited don’t even know 
they have been taking place. 
However, those who attended the 
last Blair House meeting were Sen­ 
ators Long of Louisiana, Kilgore of 
West Virginia, Frear of Delaware, 
Benton of Connecticut and Pastore 
of 
Rhode 
Island; 
Congressmen 
Roosevelt of New York. Lesinski of 
Michigan. Baring of Nevada. Blat- 
nik, of Minnesota and O'Brien of 
Illinois; also two presidential as­ 
sistants, Dave Stowe and ex-Con- 
gressman John Carroll of Denver. 
For close to three hours, Presi­ 
dent Trum an let hi4 hair down and 
talked about his troubles running 
the country. The discussion started 
shortly after 8 p. rn. Around IO 
o’clock, a maid brought in some ham 
and cheese sandwiches and coffee. 
The meeting finally broke up at 
10;45 p. rn. 


Truman And MacArthur 
Probably most newsworthy, the 
President described his private talk 
with General M acArthur at Wake 
Island. This was the m an-to-m an 
talk th at was never heard by any­ 
one else nor taken dowrn in short­ 
hand. 
The President quoted M acArthur 
as vowing never to let the Repub­ 
licans “use” him again. M acArthur 
complained to the President th at 
the Republicans had pulled him 
into the 1948 campaign and had 
left him flat. He added th at he 
didh’t want to get into “anything 
like th a t’’ again and didn’t propose 
to be used by the Republicans. 
This, the President said, was one 
reason he was so shocked to learn

The President also told how Mac­

reason to distrust Russia’s word. In 
an aside to ^DR, Jr., Trum an com­ 
mented:

Then the President described how 
Russia had violated her word and 
flouted the independence of Poland, 
Hungary.

"Russia went her way, and we 
were forced to go our way,” the 
President explained sadly. 
Then he told how

States had embarked on a policy of 
keeping world peace, but at the 
same time stopping aggression. How ­ 
ever. he stressed that the way to 
stop communism and build a heal­ 
thy world isn’t by force alone. This 
led up to his Point 4 program to 
rehabilitate backward nations. 
Untapped Riches 
Enthusiastically, Trum an pointed 
out that Ethiopia is 65.000 square 
miles in area—"a little larger than 
my home state of Missouri’’—yet 
is covered with a deep layer of rich 
topsoil, as good as the farm lands 
of Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa. With 
reclamation and irrigation. Truman 
predicted. Ethiopia could produce 
enough food to feed 150,000.000 peo­ 
ple. 
"Imagine w’hat this would mean 
to the starving people of India!” 
he said. 
The President also reported th at 
the Euphrates Valley, which used 
to be the Garden of Eden, could be 
made into another Garden of Eden 
with modern reclamation.

Accepted As Fact 
Indeed, one of the three reasons 
written down by General Bradley 
in behalf of the other members of 
the Joint Chiefs as the basis for 
their concurrence in the President's 
desire to remove General MacArthur 
is related directly to the very sam e 
thing. 
General 
Bradley testified 
th a t General M acArthur "had also 
taken independent action in pro­ 
posing to negotiate directly with the 
enemy field commander and had 
made th at statem ent public despite 
the fact th at he knew the President 
had -such a proposal under consider­ 
ation from a governmental level.” 
This was immediately accepted as 
a fact and given prominent head­ 
lines in the press. 
It has now been brought out in

in Korea is entirely without basis 
in fact. 
I have never seen such a 
statem ent and do not know* if it 
even exists. 
Please publish this in 
the interest of tru th .” 
When General M acArthur pro­ 
posed an armistice to the Chinese 
commander on March 24 as he had 
done twice before and as he was 
doing with leaflets dropped over 
enemy lines every week in w hat was 
known as psychological warfare, a 
hue and cry went up from Admin­ 
istration sources here th at the G en­ 
eral had torpedoed its peace plan 
and used as his own the words of a 
policy statem ent that had been cir­ 
culated to 13 other governments. 
T hat story evidently has been mis­ 
takenly accepted as true by Secre­ 
tary 
Marshall, 
General 
Bradley, 
General Collins and General Van­ 
denberg, and was one of the princi­ 
pal reasons for their willingness to 
concur in President T rum an’s pro­ 
posal that the General be replaced.

FCC Tyranny 
One of the problems raised by 
adm inistrative law* is th at the var­ 
ious commissions often usurp the 
constitutional authority of Congress 
and even enter upon courses of 
action, which citizens accept with 
forebodings.

Federal 
Communications 
Commission Is not the smallest of­ 
fender in this respect, having at 
times laid down the law, whereas 
its only function is to administer 
the law. Thus, in an opinion handed 
down on March 28, 1951, the FCC 
perm itted itself the following obiter 
dicta: 


**. . . It has come to the com­ 
mission's attention that many 
motion picture companies re­ 
fuse to make copies of their 
films available for use by tele­ 
vision 
stations. 
Similarly, 
re­ 
strictions are imposed by these 
companies as to the appearance 
of actors under contract to the 
studio on television programs 
and to the use on televison of 
stories or plays whose rights 
have 
been 
acquired 
bv 
the 
studio. We express no opinion 
at this time as to whether such 
practices are or are not in vio­ 
lation of the anti-trust laws. We 
do desire, however, to point out 
that whether or not these prac­ 
tices are a violation of any law 
they are considered by the com­ 
mission to be relevent in deter­ 
mining the qualifications of ap­ 
plicants utilizing such practices. 
It is obvious that the success of 
television will depend to a large 
measure on the ability of tele­ 
vision stations to acquire the 
best available films and to util­ 
ize the best available talent and 
stories in their programs.

The view* that one Industry Is 
obligated 
to sustain a new and 
competing 
industry 
Is 
novel

American life and American law*. It 
would be difficult to find a prece­ 
dent for it. 
The anti-trust laws were intended 
to m aintain the capitalist system, 
not to destroy it. Property may exist 
in many forms, one of which may 
be in the value oi a name, which 
applied to an actor is a trade-m ark. 
The motion picture companies pay 
huge amounts to actors, writers and 
directors, generally out of line with 
payments for similar services in 
other fields, after the companies 
have made

investments in 
building the players name into a 
trade-m ark.

in the live theater. The 
property value of those names cou! I 
be wiped out by faulty presenta­ 
tion.

are 
involved in this issue, but some 
17,000 theaters throughout the 
country, principally small busi­ 
nesses. The FCC should not so 
lightly consider a grave action 
which might, in effect, close 
down some or all of those the­ 
aters, and thus bring about a 
staggering train of inevitably 
harsh consequences . . . ” 


On the whole, such obiter dicta 
could be tyranny. It is not for a 
commission to decide such questions, 
but for Congress and the courts, if 
we are to retain our constitutional 
system.
